letters for his receyuing of horſes and prouifsion 
of dicr, and what he would deſire, So two of the 
K.Gen,fetched him on boord the Ambaſſadors Do-. + 
fhonicke, where he was honouraly entertayned, and 
indecde he was a kind Gentleman, as whq: knowes 
this Countrey people might eaſily acknowledge, 
whence after halfe anhovres drinking and eating 
he departed: preſently after his departing,the 4- 
baſ. ſent{ixe ofthis Liveries, and his Enterpreter or 
_ Tolmatchto his boat, with a banquet, which he ve- 
ry kindly andthatketully accepted : ſo wepalled a- 
long on our Tourney ,which was as pleaſant and de- 
lightfull, wheather you conſider the admirable 
ſtraight pinegtall Cedar, or fyrre woods; Alablaſter 
Rockes, orthe pleaſantnes of walkes, in ſweet Meca- 
_  dowes, and fair paſtures, than which, for1000.vers 
cannot be more welcom inthe whole world, which 
we 
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we fully Towed and ſayled inthe Dvw7ra, Sovenna,; 
and Yollagda. I muit leaue many faire rownes, and 
reat Preſents, where we lay and reſted, becauſe ir 
will bee rather an Zyperbole, than a recciued truth ; 
and I deſire to eſcape thoſe ſmal rubbes,that others 
may the eaſier fallvpponthem, being ſafely come 
within five vers of Yo/agda,the fixt.of Seprem. and _ 
vnwilling to forſake ſo pleaſant apaſſage, wethe 7. 
day, acompanied with many Du. and Gentlemen, 
and for the Am: a faire horſe fromthe great Biſh. 
there. As forthe Kings Gent. and ſome others, we 
rode to a very fair and large houſe prouided forthe 
Ambaſ. where they lefte him;not as then willingto 
take or taſte of his goodnes (as the Ruſ/erermes it) 
partly,ic is to be ſuppoſed for that the many.arene- 
uer in ſodain accidents of one reſolution, and part- 
ly, for that it was to be thought, the Ambaſ.wasnot 
ſo well prouided forthem, as afcerwards being ſer- 
led he wouldbe.In this great trowne weeafily tound 
the Emperors commaund, for our better dyet, and 
liberty ro ride, was withall willingnes performed,, 
wherethe Ambaſſador firſt, (as in euere place after) 
was more gratioully entertained. | 
The 12. of Septcm, the Ambaſ.. accompanyed. 
with divers Gentlemen, tooke his trauellby Land, 
himſelferjding in his owne Coarch, with a ſpare 
horſe ted by at his pleaſure, with 1 50,horſes, with 
the carriages, So. by caſte Iourneyes, wee paſsed a 
pleaſant and fairetrauell,as is orcan be for fo many 
vers,in the whole world, without avy rainy daies,or 
 foule vvaies, reſting cuery Sabaoth day,asthe Am-

was his care and zeale, and truely he was an honeſt

 Samuell Sotheby. 

Thus we paſled from Tam, to Tum, vppon excel- 
lent Poſt-horſes, till we came thorogh many well 
ſcituates, andpleaſant rownes, vnto the Cittic of 
Terri-ſlaue, which we came vnto, the 19. of Sept. 
where we were receiued with a multitude of people. 

After we had rowed in a very great Barge, ouer the 
famous River of Yolga, ( wherevato adioyning this 
citty on 2 hill is ſcirtuared ) arich andpleaſant Cit- 
ry where the Ambaſſador was lodged in the houſe = 
of Gregory Enannovvich Mucolin, late Ambaſſador, 
to her Maicſty of England, 
 Irmightbetfirting for me to ſpeake ſomewhat of * 
this famous Riuer, as is I thinke for length, and 
bredth,any {one ) excepted inthe world, but ſo ma- 
ny excellent writers,as in the worthy labors of Ma- 
ſter Richard Hicklyute, haue made particular men- 

_ tiontherof, as it induſeth me, to leaue the deſcrip- 
tion of this Riuer and towne , to thoſe that haue 
largely and painfuly wrote of ſuch things:cſpecial- 
lyto M. Doe?. Fletchers true relation, ſometime 
Ambaſ. to this Eimperor.The 2 1.of September, we 
went from Teri-ſlaze being well accompanied from - 
the Citty, paſsing through Sheperſcoy, (where wee 
lay) and dwels an Engliſh gentleman named Geor 
Garland, ſometime teruant.to that Noble but vn-

The next day we came to Ro#Zome,an ancient,but 
agreat ruinousrown, wherofis one of their Metro- 
pollitanes named, Here in a faire houſethe Ambaſ/a. 
lay 2.dates:inwhich time the Emperors Mare. wrote 
to our Preſtaue, that the Ambaſ. and the Kings gen- 
tlemenſhould haue ambling horſes from the Mons 
feertes, and that we ſhould take as cafie Journeyes 
as we pleaſed : with commaung, to giue content to 
euery onesdefire. And certainly, had not the Em- 
peroy asthen bin taking a Prograce tothe Monaſte- 
ry of Troiets, (which toure times ayearc for Religi- 
ous cauſcs he doth) we had receiued more eſpeciall 
favors, Yet he that hath bur trauailed ro know what 
Monaſteries are, and how prouidedot althings,may 
eaſily eſteeme it, a greateaſe, andeſpeciall honour 
to haue there horſes, The 25 .day we came to Per- 
.ri-ſlaue, along decayed towne, where ina rich mer- 
chants houſe, new builded, the Ambaſ. lodged. Here 
(in regarde of the Emperors and Princes being ar 
Treytes, which was but of aur caſic trauell rwodaies 
tourny Jwc lodged 3.:daics,8 then departed throgh 
Doobpa to Troites, that fair and rich Monaſtery,ſo 
to Bratte-ſhezne, and Ro5touckin,} 5. vers from the 
greatciry of Muſco: where ina Churchmans houſe, 
the Ambaſ}.that nightlodged, andthereſt ia verie 
good houſes, tor ſo fall a Derexena,

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This night the Agenthaving binwith thechancel-. 
| lorcametoviſithisLord(mppz andlerhimwvnders 
{and, rhatthenextmorning about nine of clocke, 
he ſhould be honourably brought intothe Muſco, 


whereupon euerie man prepared accordingly. 


The next morom; being the 4. of October, the. 


Preftane came and declared to his Lordfh. it wasthe 
Emperors pleaſure, he ſhould come into the 'Moſcs 


that forenoone : preſently after came M; 7. Mericke 


Agent, with ſomerwenty horſes to attend his Lord 
ſhip, and informed him his vaderſtanding, in his 
comming into the Moſes, and that he ſhouldepre- 
ſently be ſent for,which forth-vvich was performed. 
Then we didride,till we came within alittle mile of 
the many 1000, of Noblemen and Gent]. on both 
 {idesthe way, attended on horſeback to receiue his 
Lord(h. Wherethe Ambaſsador alightedfrom his 
| Coatch, and mounted on hisfootcloth horſe, and 

ſorode on with his trumpets ſounding. A quarter 
ofa mile farther,met hima proper and gallant gen- 
tletnanatoote ofthe Emperors ſtable,who with cap 


in hand, declared to the Ambaſſador, that the Em-+ 


peror, the young Prince, and the maiſter of the 
horſe, had ſo far tauored him, as to ſend him alen- 


net, very gorgeouſly trapped with gold, Pearle,and 


pretious (tone; and particularly, a great chaineof 


plated gold abour hisnecke, ro ride vpon. VWher- 


vponthe Ambaſsador alighted,imbraced the gen- 


tleman, returned humble thanks to them all, and 
preſently mounted. Then he declared thatthey lik- 
wilc had ſent horſkes for the kings Gentlem. which 


like- | 
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likewiſe were very richly adorned, then for all his  _ 
followers: which ceremony or'ſtate performed, & 
allbeing horſſed, he departed, weeriding orderlye 
forward, till we were met bythree great Noblmen, 
ſeuered from the reſt of the multitude,and the Em - 
perors Tolmache or interpreter withthem. Of which 
Nareche Ambaſſador itmay ſeeme, had for-know- 
ledge, (itbeing inthis Countrey. a-cuſtome vſed) 
but with'more or lefle Noblemen, as1s theEmpe- 
rors fauour and grace. 

Likewiſe vnderſtanding of the ſtrange Ceremo- 
ny of firſt allighting from their horſes, (as who cy- 
ther hath rcadir Jerome Bowes his formality and ob 
ſcruance hereof, or {ir Rxchard Leaes painetull ſtan- 
ding vpon the priority herein) maythinke theEm- 

ors command ts very ſtraittheruato, and as they 
thinke much honour is loſte todiſmount firſt : bur 

| rhey being within ſpeach, thus beganthat Oration 
_ theycouldneuer wellconclude: Vhich was, That 
from their Lorde and Maiſterthe mighty Empe- 
rour of R#uſhia, &c. they had a meſſige rodeliver 
his lordſhip.

Prince, and Empreſſe,to be his 
Pre#taues, to ſupply the Emperors goodnes toward 
him, to prouide his neceſsaries, and'deliveranye 
futc irpleaſed the Ambaſſadour to make to the Em 
perour. Toall which the /mbaſſadoy very wiſclie 
gaue anſwere (asthey made _ vntothe Emp.) 
So me all preſently mounted again the Preſtanes 
- oneitherhand of the Amb. his horſe and footcleth 
being led by his Page,ſom ſmall diſtance,his corch 
behind that, and ſome 6000. Gallants after behind 
all : who atthe Ambaſ. riding thorough the guard, 
* thatwas made for him,very courteoutly bowed him 
| felfe. Thus washe followed by thouſands, andwith 
| inthethtce vvalles of the Cirty, many hundreds of 
g Noblemen, Gentlemen, and rich merchants 
well mounted, begirt the wayes on cuery ſide: di- 
uers on foote alſo, enento the gate of the houſe 
where the Ambaſsador was to be lodged,which was 
ſomerwo myles. Whether being come, hee was. 
brought into'his bed-chamber by the Noblemen 
his Preflazes, where with many thanks for their ho. | 
norable paines; they vvere diſmiſt, betaking them- 
ſclues to their farther affayres. Thenextmorneam 
three other Preſfanes with the former, to knovve of 
his Lordhips health, andhovy he hadde reſted che 
night paſt: vvithall, thatif his Lord(hippe wanted'

- dred : The Shippes (aſwell Englzsh as Dutch) dil-

- The day before our departure ,, by reifon-of 
ſorhe wrong done to an Engliſh Saylorby a Ruſſe, 
a great tumult aroſe : in which the” Common peo- 
ple (with (tones and billets) behaved theraſclues 
ſo furiouſly, that the Exgli/b-houſe gates were bro- 
ken open, their chambers in perill to be rifled; their 
windowes throwne downe., and their ware-houſes 
violently entred vpon, yeaſome aged Merchantes 
very cuilly intreated : Infomuch thatthe Ambafla- 
 dourhimſeclfe ſtood not free from the daunger :'to 
revenge which , both Ergl:ſh and Dutch manned 
outtheir boates, to haue gone on ſhorewich ſome 
ſhor, but by intreatic they were ſtaide, and a!l vvas 
pacified, not without ſome hurton bothſides, but 
 moſtofthe Ruſſes. 
The nexrday (being theſixth of Iuly) the Am-

_ thedead body was openly ſhowne three daies, to 
theeyes of all men. Many arguments were drawte 
to take the world beleeve, that Boris ſonne ſought 
the death,of this his brother inlawes childe,and to 
weane the peoples loues and hopes they had from 
him,as firſtro haue it ſpred abrod;that Demetre was 
like to proue like his father, thats to ſay, a Tyrant 
becauſe, cuenin his childhood, he tooke delighte 
| toſte Hennes and Chickens kilde, and to bath his 
hands inthe blood : adde vnto this, the poiſoning 
of his Nurſe : beſides, it was forbidden to have him 
praied for, as thereſt ofthe Emperors children wer 
becauſe hee ſhould bevtterly forgotten. To con- 
clude an old ouecr-worne law buried long in for- 
getfulnes was now againe freſhly reniued, and that 
was, That thechild of a ſixc wife was notto inherit, 
(yet the murder beeing ated) Bors the vſurper, to
